Discharge Brought New 
Interests 


After his discharge, DeWitt 
settled down to an “anything but 
peaceful” civilian life.

Forestry, begun as a single course in 1897 with an $80 
experiment in 1926, became a separate department at Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute. July. 1 


History of this development is told in a publication this 
month by Lamar H. Ware, head of API department of horti- 
culture and, forestry. for 16, years. 

As the man chiefly responsible 
for the growth of Auburn’s for- 
estry research and education pro- 
gram, Dr. Ware has rendered “an 
account of (his) stewardship” be- 
fore turning over the new de- 
partment to another man. 


The fight for approval of+ the 
program over objections of men 
who believed the South could not 
Support another forestry school 
reached success July. 9) 1945. On 
that day the Alabama legisla- 
ture passed a bill providing an- 
nually $25,000 for forestry edu-|, 
cation and $25,000 for research,
